Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eddison et 
al.'926 (Eddison). Eddison discloses a downhole adjustable bent housing for use in 
drilling operations (figures 1-12) comprising a first housing section 30, a second housing 
section (generally 20) and a connector (31 ,32) for connecting the first and second 
housings and permitting pivoting movement there between (as seen in figure 2), an 
actuation member movable in a generally axial direction (as seen in figures 4 and 7, 
reference numeral 42) and a member 37 secured within the second housing section at a 
position interfering with the movement of the actuation member causing pivotal 
movement of the first housing section.
